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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the clips or pouches (claim 3), the 
connection member providing movement relative to the basket (claim 4), the pivotal mounting 
(claim 5), the complementary display units (claim 1 1), the plural display panels (claims 12, 14 
and 15), the shop direction aid and aisle number directory map and electronic display means 
(claims 13 and 14), the unit being integral with the carry basket (claim 20) must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 2-5, 15 and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. These claims are directed toward mere ideas that are mentioned in passing in the 
Specification, but are never fleshed-out or described in specific embodiments. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 6, and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rand et al. 

Rand-et.al. discloses a display unit including a display panel 7 for receiving and 
displaying an advertisement, and a connection member 11. The recitation that the display unit is 
"for use with a shopping carry basket" is a statement of intended use and as such cannot 
distinguish over Rand et al. 

Regarding claim 6, the connection member disclosed by Rand et al. appears to be capable 
of functioning as recited. 

Regarding claim 12, there is no antecedent basis for "the display panels." 

Regarding claim 13, it has been held that patentable novelty cannot be principally 
predicated on mere printed matter and arrangements thereof, but must reside basically in physical 
structure. See In re Montgomery, 102USPQ248. 

Regarding claim 14, it has been held that mere duplication of parts has no patentable 
significance unless new and unexpected results are produced. See In re Harza y 124 USPQ 378. It 
has further been held that patentable novelty cannot be principally predicated on mere printed 
matter and arrangements thereof, but must reside basically in physical structure. See In re 
Montgomery, 102 USPQ 248. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 7-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 16-19 are allowed.
